APPEALING TO THE 
KA.ST. 


The gold men of New York, Boston 


and other eastern cities have addressed 
circulars to the western men with 
whom they have business relations, in 
which they urge them to ask their cus- 
tomers to petition their senators and 
representatives in congress to vote for 
the repeal of the Sherman act. Similar 
circulars were sent to the south, 
where, as is shown by the action of the 
Florida congressmen, they are proving 
effective. The Florida merchants under 
eastern pressure 
refuse 
to ' trust 


planters and farmers unless they urge 
the repeal of the Sherman act. As the 
farmers must have credit they ask their 
representative in congress to vote for 
the repeal of the act. Now Salt Lake 
businesfe men, who have extensive 
dealings with the east, have formulated 
an appeal to the east in which they 
eay: 


"That the business men of the west 


are astonished at the persistency of 
eastern business men in their efforts 
to influence congress for uncondi- 
tional repeal of the Sherman act of 
1890 without a substitute and which, if 
passed by congress, must completely 
demoralize not only the west, but all 
portions of the United States. Judg- 
ing from the present 
condition of 


finance and commerce, therefore, in 
the words of the crucified Savior, we 
say: 'Father, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do.' 


"We challenge supporters of the un- 


conditional repeal of the Sherman act 
to show or that they have ever shown 
wherein any benefit would arise for the 
reasons given or that confidence would 
be restored if their policy should be 
fully carried out. 


"Independent of all direct silver in- 


terest and in behalf of commercial re- 
lations alone, wo earnestly beseech all 
business men personally to unbiasedly 
investigate this subject of bimetallism, 
feeling confident that they will unani- 
mously and without delay call upon 
congress to restore sliver to the place 
it occupied before 1873, thus speedily 
and permanently settling this mone- 
tary question, restoring confidence to 
commerce, giving employment to many 
unemployed aud stopping this awful 
inarch of ruin and distrust." 


CHANGING THE BATIO. 


ANI> srtvuit KATIO. 


EDITOR STATE JOURNAL:—Please ex- 
plain in the JOUBNAL what is meant by 
the gold and silver ratio. Many per- 
sons inquire what the ratio of 16 to 1 
means, and how a change to 17 to 1 or 
20 to 1 will affect silver. An explana- 
tion may help the cause we are fighting 
for.

The coinage laws of the United States 


provide that the standard dollar shall 
consist of 412^j grains of standard sil- 
ver, and the gold dollar shall consist of 
25 8-10th grains of standard gold. 
Standard silver and gold consists of 
nine parts pure silver or gold, as the 
case may bo, and one part alloy. The 
silver dollar, therefore, consists of 
87l>£ grains of pure silver and one. 
tenth that number of grains of alloy. 
That makes one gram of gold worth, 
for coinage purposes, 15.98 grains of 
silver, which is the present ratio 
Practically it is 16 to 1, at which ratio 
silver, when coined into standard dol- 
lars, is worth $1 29.29 per ounce. The 
weight of the silver dollar is now six- 
teen times that of the gold dollar. If 
the ratio is changed to 17 to 1, the sil- 
ver dollar will be seventeen times as 
heavy as the gold dollar, and the corn- 
age value of silvez-, now $1 29 per ounce, 
would be reduced, omitting fractions, 
to $1 21 per ounce. At 18 to 1 the 
valoe of silver would be $1 14 per 
ounce, and at 20 to 1, $1 03 per ounce. 
At the ratio of 20 to 1 the silver dollar 
would contain 464.40 grains of pure sil- 
ver or 516 grains of standard silver, 
that is silvt-r nine-tenths fine, and be 
twenty times the weight of the gold 
dollar, aud silver, when coined, would 
be worth $1 03 per ounce, or over 26 
cents per ounce less than its present 
value. 


In Europe the ratio is 15,k> grains of 


silver to 1 grain of gold, which makes 
the coinage value of silver greater than 
it is in the United States. At 20 to 1 
the coinage value of silver is reduced 
over 25 per cent, aud the purchasing 
power of gold proportionately in- 
creased. 


Secretary Carlisle ZJgurea the Coat, 
WASHINGTON, Aagnst 21.—Senator 


Voorhees has given oat the following 
letter, which he will read in the senate: 


Hon. Daniel W. Voorhees, United States 


Senate—SIB: Referring to our conver- 
sation relative to the probable cost in- 
cident to a change from the present 
coinage ratio between gold and silver 
(1 to 16 for standard silver dollars and 
1 to 1495 for subsidiary silver) to a 
ratio of 1 to 20, yon are reepectf ally in- 
formed that the number of silver dol- 
lars coined since 1878 aggregates 419,- 
322,450. 


Without any allowance for abrasion 


and loss incident to melting the same, 
coinage value of these dollrrs at the 
ratio of 1 to 20 would be $333,222,162, 
or $84,120,288 less than their present 
face value. To recoin these dollars at 
the ratio of 1 to 20 would require the 
addition of 81,367,700 ounces of new 
bullion, which, at the average price 
paid for silver under J;he act of July 
14, 1890, (93}^cents) would cost $75,- 
883,700. 


In addition to this estimate, there 


would be a loss from abrasion and in 
melting these dollars of at least $3,000,- 
000, which amount, together with the 
face value of the coins (84,110,288) 
would have to be reimbursed to the 
treasury by appropriation for that pur- 
pose. 


From the fact that "silver ^ dollars are 


distributed throughout the country it 
would be necessary as they are re- 
deemed at the several sub-treasuries, 
to transport them to the mints, and the 
expense of transportation for $300,- 
000,000, the amount outside the stock 
on hand at the sub-treasuries and mints 
at Philadelphia, San_Francisco and New 
Orleans, would average at least \y2 per 
cent or $4,500,000. I therefore estimate 
the cost of recoining the silver dollars 
already coined as follows: 


New bullion to be added, $75,883,700; 


loss by abrasion and melting, $3,000,- 
000; cost of coining (labor, materials,) 
$6,290,000; copper for alloy, $68,200; 
transportation of dollars to mints, $4,- 
500,000; total, $89,741,900. 


The stock of subsidiary silver coin 


in the country is estimated at $77,000,- 
000, which at full weight would con- 
tain 55,699,875 ounces of fine silver. 
This amount at a ratio of 1 to 20 would 
coin $55,843,802, or $21,156,198 less than 
the present face value. To recoin $77,- 
000,000 of subsidiary silver into an 
equal amount of fractional com at a 
ratio of 1 to 20 would require the addi- 
tion of 18,797,625 fine ounces, which at 
93J4 cents per fine ounce—the average 
price paid for silver under the act of 
July 
14, 1890—would cost $17,528,- 


85 33^. There would be a loss of 
about 2% per cent by abrasion from 
the face value, or about $1,925,000. I 
would therefore estimate the cost of 
recoinihg the subsidiary silver in the 
country, at a ratio of 1 to 20, as follows: 


New bullion, $17,528,785; loss by 


abrasion, $1,925,000; cost of coining 
(labor, materials, etc.), $2,500,000; cop- 
per for alloy, $15,636; cost of transpor- 
tation, $1,155,000. Total, $23,124,421. 


Recapitulation—Estimated cost of 


recoining silver dollars, $89,741,900; es- 
timated cost of recoining subsidiary 
silver, $23,124,421. Total, $112,866,321.

members, one of whom is Bawlins of 
Utah who has no vote in the bouse.

IMPORTING TEACHERS. 


What » Member of a School Board Says 


About It. 


EDITOR 
BENO 
JOURNAL: — School 


boards are frequently hauled over the 
coals for employing teachers from out- 
side the state or importing them, as it 
is termed, but no reason has as yet 
been assigned or even hinted at why 
they have done so. There must surely 
be something to influence them in pur- 
suing a line of action so much at vari- 
ance with what is right and proper. A 
prophet, it has been long said, has no 
honor in his own country, and it may 
be so with pedagogues, but I don't take 
much stock in that view of the matter. 
I propose simply to give what has been 
the experience in our school board with 
our " boys," although I am very glad to 
say not oar "girls." A number of 
yejjrs ago this board was applied to for 
a position by A young gentleman who 
had taught a school not a hundred 
miles from Winnemucca. He supple- 
mented very good testimonials with a 
letter in which be described himself as 
a man not merely of unexceptional 
reputation, but actually immaculate hi 
character The board lost no time in 
making terms with this wonderful 
rams homo, and everything was ar- 
ranged. But as the day approached 
for opening school the clerk received a 


tter from this teacher in which he 


very cooly stated that he had been of- 
fered and had accepted a position 
much nearer bis home and that the 
board would have to look elsewhere for 
a teacher. So much for one of our 
boy«. 


Now, 
for instance, No. 2. The clerk 


of the board applied to a high educa- 
tional authority requesting him to give 
the names of some teachers he consid- 


ered suitable for the school. He kindly 
did so, giving preference to a certain 
gentleman, who put in an application 
very soon afterward. The matter was 
settled to the satisfaction of board and 
teacher. The clerk in his letter to that 
gentleman put the quetaon, "What 
this board wants positively to know is 
will you be at 
on the first Mon- 


day of September to open school?" 
The teacher's reply was, "Assure the 
board I will be on hand without fail to 
open school at the time specified in 
your letter," Well, sure enough, the 
gentleman put in an appearance the 
Saturday before the Monday on which 
school was to begin. Yes, he came—he 
saw—and with the very first train after- 
wards he went back to Beno. Just as 
the tram approached he rushed over to 
one of the trustees and informed him 
that very important business necessi- 
tated his instant presence in Beno, but 
that he would return on Monday or 
Tuesday to open school. Monday 
morning came and with it a host of lit- 
tle children, but, alas, no teacher. The 
trustees made some excuse to the dis- 
appointed little ones to the effect that 
family sickness had suddenly called 
away then- teacher, ana told them to 
return on the morrow morning when, 
no doubt, he would be on hand to 
attend to his duties. But Tuesday 
morning came and still no teacher. 
The trustees felt like committing felo 
de se; hope had given place to despair, 
and they realized fully the ridiculous 
plight in which they were placed and 
awaited with quiet resignation the 
copious raillery of the people. So 
much for No. 2, another of our boys, 
who, 
I heard soon afterwards, was 


teaching school near to his parents' 
home, and that was probably the im- 
portant business he alluded to. Well, 
I intended to give instance No. 3, but I 
think we have had enough. 


Conduct such as this is calculated to 


shake the confidence of school boards 
in that fine sense of honor and high 
principle which they would be proud to 
see exemplified in our indigenous 
school teachers. 


One word more. School boards have 


been taken to task by those who have 
paid no heed to the admonition audi 
alterem partem, but let me ask, Are not 
some of those high officials who have 
the care of our educational interests in 
their charge somewhat remiss? Certi- 
ficates have been issued to some who 
are not fit to teach our schools, but 
these certificates have never been can- 
celled, notwithstanding the misconduct 
of the parties ia as notorious as it is 
reprehensible. I can bear witness to 
the fact that trustees have had their 
lives made miserable by these same 
teachers who, notwithstanding point 
blank refusals, have assailed them at 
every corner with their importunities 
and who, with the effrontery and per- 
sistence of turkey buzzards, have hung 
around watching with all eagerness an 
opportunity to snatch the much coveted 
prize.

Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp i>. u. 
Dial clock indicates the time each race 
starts. 


Thirty minutes Ixjtween races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle. Bugle 
culls the horses to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely flve minutes 
after the saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others Imvingr 
care of the animal, that do not send the horse 
out promptly at post siifiml will bo lined. 


Nominations to all stakes must be made to 
the Secretary on or before tho 1st day of 
September, 1893. 


Entries for the running: purges must be 
made two days preceding tho race, before (> 
o'clock 1', M. 


Those who have nominated in stakeb must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before the race at C i>. M. 


Horses entered in purses can only be drawn 
by consent of tho judges. 


In mulling- entries for pnrho races, tho 
name, age and sex of tho horse, and the 
weightund colors of the rider must be given. 
After u horse has run once at the meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to be 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may bo declared off by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with thin rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry Uve pounus over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all raceti tinlem 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there is more than one entry by one 
person, or in one interest, the particular ' 
horse they are to start must be named by 6 
p. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


AH Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 60, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races are the best 
three in five, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold u 
less number than five to fill, by tho with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of th« 
purse, which shall be divided pro rata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat In two must go to the stable; and in 
all three in five races horse* not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves tho right to trot beat* 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When (ess than the required uumber of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follow* 
66% to the first and 83% to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accept* the decision of the 
Board of Director* on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rule* to 
govern trotting race*. Pacific Coast Blood 
Hone Association rules to govern all running 
race* where they do not conflict with these 
condition*.
